Friendly Feeling* Between Great 
Britain and the States May 
Httve 1'ractical Kesnlts, 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 1!I5. — Sir Louis Daviea 
find Mr. Yenning, chief clerk of tho 
fisheries branch, left for Washington 
this afternoon. The Minister expects to 
be away ten days. It need not surprise 
anyone if us a result of Sir Louis' pre- 
sent visit to Washington an understand- 
ing is reached in connection with the 
Bcbring sea question. It may seem odd 
that the United States should at this 
time be able to discuss the sealing 
question with Canada, but there is a 
definite object in broaching the matter 
now, when sealers are getting ready for 
their season's work in Behring sea. The 
United States is anxious to secure total 
suspension of pelagic sealing for one or 
more years, and if any agreement is to 
be reached in this direction for the cur- 
rent season the question must be set- 
tled before the sealers get away from 
Victoria, and indeed before they incur 
any expense in their preparations. Thus, 
while .Sir J-ouis Davies' present trip is 
to arrange for an Ottawa conference to 
settle nil questions now pending between 
the two countries, a decision of the seal- 
ing question is most likely. 

Sir, Hall and other representatives of 
the sealing owners at Victoria, ar- 
rived hero in the nick of time. They had 
a long conference with Sir Louis Davies 
at which they urged the Minister not 
to consent in the revision of the Paris 
regulations of 1893 to any further re- 
striction on the sealing industry. How- 
ever, an agreement to suspend the seal- 
ing wus agreed upon if the sealers be 
compensated for their prospective busi- 
ness large at present. 

Washington, May 22. — Negotiations 
will begin this week between the oftlcials 
of the state department* the Iiritish am- 
bassador, Sir Julian Pauneefote, and 
the Canadian minister of marine, Sir 
Louis Davies, as a preliminary stop to- 
ward a convention or treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, clear- 
ing up numerous long pending contro- 
versies between this country and Can- 
nfla. ' Efforts julong that line have been 
n the pflfffc but have failed to reach 
sfactory conclusion. The work is 
taken up again under more favor- 
circumstances and it is hoped that 
n common ground of understanding will 
be reached. 

The meeting (his week will be rather 
general in character nnd more in the 
nature of a discussion of what can be 
clone than any nrrangement of the ox- 
net terms of a convention. The desire, 
however, is to arrive nt: an understand- 
ing which can be submitted to both gov- 
ernments as well as to the Canadian 
ministry, and thereafter the governments 
will appoint commissioners who will 
frame a settlement in accordance with 
this understanding. 

Sir Louis Davies will arrive on Tues- 
day and will be the guest of the Brit- 
ish ambassador. Being a diplomatic ne- 
gotiation the ambassador will represent 
England and Canada, but the intimate 
acquaintance which Sir Louis Davies 
has with the needs of Canada will be of 
material assistance to the ambassador. 
Sir Louis' lirst duty, however, will be 
to take part in the revision of the regu- 
lations concerning pelagic sealing, which 
in accordance with the finding of the 
Paris tribunal of 1S!X5 must be revised 
every live years. 

It is expected that this step toward a 
Friendly settlement of nil the questions 
at issue between the United States and 
Great Britain will be regarded iu for- 
eign quarters as significant and as an 
outgrowth of the friendly sentiments re- 
cently exhibited between Great Britain 
and America. At tho same time the otli- 
cials here, those of the state depart- 
ment as well as the British embassy, do 
not give to the coming meeting a signi- 
ficance beyond what it plainly bears on 
Its face, namely a desire to reach a 
friendly adjustment, of the long pend- 
ing border controversies between the 
United States and Canada. 

It is said that the adjustment of these 
controversies woidd be a sufficient ac- 
complishment in itself without giving to 
the meeting any broader significance as 
evidence of the friendly feeling between

Kills Two Winnipeg People Because

Winnipeg, May 24.— ( Special )— A 
double tragedy occurred this evening on 
Thomas street in this city. Paul Brown, 
a mulatto, shot aid killed a. man named 
Burton. Then he fired at Burton's 
wife, and missing her rnn to an adjoin- 
ing house, where lie met Katie Sutton 
and fired four shots, nil talcing effect 

Brown was arrested and is now in the 
police station. He is a native of Jeffer- 
son, Mo., and came herefrom Pembroke, 
Ontario, three years ago, when he was 
sentenced to two and a half years' im- 
prisonment for attempted murder at 
Melbourne. lie was released on Satur- 
day last, and says bis only motive was 
annoyance at the kindly manner in which 
negroes are treated here. 

Burton, the dead man, came from 
Duluth several days ago. He was in- 
stantly killed, the bullet crashing 
through his brain. The woman Sutton 
will probably die.

A Toronto Paper Discusses the Grounds 
Upon Which It May be Conferred. 

Toronto, May 23.— The Mail and Em- 
pire says editorially of Hie uew titles: 
The party organ in Toronto lias been 
instructed from Ottawa to say that 
"Premier Green way will also he hon- 
ored with knighthood." Obviously Pre- 
mier Greenwuy lias been recommended 
by Sir Wilfrid for a distinction similar 
to that worn by Sir Pantaloon. What 
lias he done? lie placed bis heel upon 
the necks of Sir Wilfrid's co-religionists 
and held it there, pretending he was 
governed by a principle, until his federal 
friends got office; then he and bis prin- 
cipal colleague, Mr. Sifton, bargained 
for an amelioration of the conditions. 
Mr. Sifton sold out for a federal port- 
folio: Mr. Greenway was promised a 
knighthood. 'The knighthood was due 
last year; it. did not come. This year 
Sir James Edgar and Sir Pantalcon 
Pelletier are officially mentioned, but 
there is no Sit- Thomas us .vet. Plain 
Mr. Greenway may think Sir Wilfrid 
is playing him false, hut the organ lias 
assured him he has been put on the 
list and his name may yet appear with 
a title which his party services have 
earned.

POWDBIt WORKS EXPLOSIOX. 

End of Preparations for Jinking Thirty- 
Five Million Cartridges. 

Hammond, Inch, May 21. — Three 
thousand pounds .if powder at the plant 
of the Economical smokeless powder 
company, about four and a half miles 
from here, blew up this afternoon, kill- 
ing one man, injuring three othorn and 
demolishing the building in which was 
located the mixing room. The explosion 
occurred about one o'clock. The plant 
bus been running only three days and 
was about to begin work on a govern- 
ment order for 35,000,000 cartridges. 
The officers of the company have been 
unable to discover the cause of the ex- 
plosion. 



MEN-OF-WAR REPORTED. 

Believed to be the Oregon and Consorts 
Not So Near Home as Thought 
at Washington. 

London, May 2.'5. — Lloyds' agent at 
Para, Brazil, under to-day's date, cables 
that three men-of-war arrived there at 
nine o'clock from Rio Janeiro. The 
only American warships known to be 
on their way from Rio Janeiro are the 
Oregon, Marietto and Nlctheroy. The 
Oregon was last reported officially by 
Lloyds at. Bahia, Brazil, on May !), 
and she is bqllovcd to have proceeded at 
midnight the same day. The distance 
from Bahia to Para is about 3(1(1 miles, 
roughly speaking, and if Lloyds' re- 
port is correct (he Oregon and her con- 
sorts have been steaming very slowly. 
Other reports have placed the Oregon 
at Barbadoes and even nearer still to the 
United States. 



While David Freeborn wus out in a 
boat on 1 1 umber Bay, Toronto, on Sun - 
day with three companions, the boat cap- 
Sized and Freeborn was drowned while 
trying to swim to shore.

Another Report of Cannonading 
at Sea Extending Over Sev- 
eral Days. 



Port an Prince, May 23.— The follow- 
ing despatch has been received from 
Port do Paix dated Saturday last, land 
telegraph communication having been 
interrupted up to to-day: "A furious 
cannonading was heard on the 19tk 
(Thursday last) in the direction of the 
north of Cuba. To-day (Saturday) the 
cannonading continues in a very lively 
fashion." 



CUBANS STARVING. 

While Promised American Relief Lags 
the Insurrectionists are in Des- 
perate Straits. 

Key West, May 22, — S6nor Ernesto 
Castro, a well-known lawyer and presi- 
dent of the revolutionary junta of Car- 
denas, arrived here to-day on the United 
States gunboat Annapolis. Before tho 
recent bombardment at Cardenas Senor 
Castro was in the bay ill a small boat 
trying to reach the American vessels and 
get transportation to the United States 
on an important mission. He was com- 
pelled to return to tho shore, where he 
saw and heard of tho results of the 
bombardment. Senor Castro says one 
American shell exploded iu the very en- 
trance to the Spanish Casino spattering 
the the bastion and setting it on (ire. 
The Casino, which had been used as a 
military headquarters and infantry bar- 
racks, and which was the largest struc- 
ture in town, was utterly destroyed. 
Other buildings were wrecked. Some of 
the shots went as far as the Triente. su- 
gar plantation, two miles in the inter- 
ior. The Spanish loss of life, Senor 
Castro believes to have been very heavy, 
After the bombardment ceased the mili- 
tary commander pressed all ablebodied 
men into the work of carrying sand to 
build new batteries, and the next day 
1,200 men were brought from Matanzas 
and Havana to commence the work. 
. Senor Castro, after passing four days 
on the Piedras Key, signalled the 
United States gunboat Willmiugton nnd 
was taken off. He says famine prevails 
everywhere in Cuba. In Cardenas rice 
is 2Tie. a pound; condensed milk sells at 
$1.50 per can, and horse ilesh brings 75c. 
per pound. There is no beef or bread. 
The insurgents are in dire distress. 
Formerly provisions were smuggled from 
the cities, but that relief is now impos 
sible. The cities themselves are starv- 
ing. The insurgents are trying to sub- 
sist on peppery wood and palm buds. 
Senor Castro tasted meat to-day for the 
first time in live weeks.

MANILA'S HOPE. 



Spanish Fleet Believed to lie on the Way 
There— Hunger Throughout the 
Islands. 

London, May 23.— A despatch to the 
daily Maily from Hongkong says: "Span- 
iards in Hongkong and at Manila open- 
ly boast, that a fleet of warships is on tho 
way out to the Philippines, and the 
bishops have issued pastorals to the ef- 
fect that Spain and Cod are preparing 
to "cut out the social excrescences from 
America." 

"The pastorals urge the people to give 
no quarter and they ascribe Admiral ' 
Dewey's, humanity in refusing to bom- 
bard "Manila as due to fear. At the 
same time money is being spent in brib- 
ing the inferior officers among the insur- 
gents. 

"There is great anxiety here because 
of the non-arrival of American troops 
and the American consulate is crowded 
with volunteers. United States Consul 
Wildman is on duty night and day. 

"An American miner from Manila 
named Doeur has arrived here. For sev- 
eral years he managed a coal mine near 
Cebu, and the Spanish authorities fear- ■ 
ing he would supply the American fleet, 
expelled him. He reports that food is 
scarce at Cebu. Flour is very high and 
potatoes cannot be bought. The Span- 
iards are themselves directly responsible 
for the revolt of the Coubnns as the lat- 
ter gave them help during the recent: 
insurrection and were in return promised * 
regular pay and that their families in 
their absence should be cared for. They 
were also td be exempted from tribute. 
Over seven months' absence, during 
which they received no pay, they return- 
ed home to find their families starving 
and to be called upon for tribute. They 
have risen against Spain."

Washington, Mny 23.— It was stated 
at the nary department to-day at the 
close of ollice hours that no despatches 
o£ any kind relating to the movements 
o£ the fleets or the prospects of an en- 
gagement had been received during the 
day and the only despatch received relat- 
ed to an inconsequential prize case. As 
the ships are now at sea there is no ex- 
pectation o£ reports until a decisive en- 
gagement occurs aud a despatch hoat 
cetR to a port or until it is found that 
Gerevcra lias eluded search. In the 
meantime there is a complete lack of 
official data by which to forecast the 
coming engagement. 

'A report was current during the day 
that the big battleship Oregon had ar- 
rived at Key West, but the department 
officials would notice it only by entering 
a general denial that word had been re- 
ceived of any important vessel's move- 
ments or arrival. 

Later in the day the Associated Tress 
despatches from Madrid giving the sharp 
debate in the cortes over the alleged 
flying of the Sjpanis'h flag by American 
iv'firsbins created much comment i 



Warships created much comment in naval 
circles. Spain's protest to the powers 
that this use of the ilag was "cowardly 
and iniquitous" was dismissed by naval 
otlicers with the statement that inter- 
national law writers agreed on the right 
to use an enemy's dag for purposes of 
deceit, so long as the Hag is hauled down 
before a shot is fired. The United 
States naval regulations make special 
provisions on this point. 

The statement made by the Spanish 
minister of the interior that the govern- 
ment is likely to resort to privateering 
does not cause any apprehension among 
officials here. One of the highest auth- 
orities of the navy department said 
Spain would adopt privateering if she 
felt it to be to her interest without wait- 
ing for this country to give any pretext 
lor her action. It is felt, however, that 
Great Britain, Germany and France 
will have considerable to say in ease 
Spain resorts to privateering. The com- 
Cerse of these countries with the United 
States would suffer severely by Spanish 
privateering and its effect would be far 
more disastrous to these foreign Inter- 
ests than to the shipping of the United 
States. It was this Influence of Great 
Britain, Germany and France which 
lorced Spain reluctantly to forego pri- 
vateering und it is not thought probable 
that these foreign influences will now 
concent to have their commerce des- 
troyed. 

The French government has taken op- 
portunity to pay a graceful compliment 
to this country by informing the French 
embassy that an artist has been instruct- 
ed to make a copy of the famous picture 
"The Battle of Yorktown," which is one 
of the priceless treasures of the French 
national gallery at Versailles to be sent 
to the embassy at Washington. The pic- 
ture shows the notable incident in Am- 
erican history when the British com- 
mander, Lord Coruwallis, surrendered 
to General Washington. The picture is 
about ten feet long and six feet wide, 
the figures being life size. 

A TIP FKOM NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Belief That Spanish Waships Are Likely 
to Call There for Coal. 

St. John's Nfld., May 23— An officer 
from one of the British warships on the 
west coast of this island arrived here 
to-night to consult with the governor, 
Sir Herbert Murray, as to the contin- 
gencies of the arrival of the Spanish 
fleet in these waters to obtain coal. The 
officer desires that his name should not 
be mentioned but he urges Sir Herbert 
Murray to advise the American govern- 
ment to send one of its fastest cruisers 
to patrol the Grand Banks for a week 
or more, that the cruiser on sighting the 
Spanish boats might give the earliest 
possible notice of the movement of the 
enemy by making immediately for St. 
.Tohn't or Cape Kace and telegraphing 
its information to the United Stales.

SATED LIVES AND LIMBS. 

Rontgen Bays of Great Assistance to the 
Wounded in Indian Campaign. 

London, May 22.— The first report of 
the use of the Rontgen rays in the sur- 
gery of warfare was made yesterday 
at the United Service Institution by-Sur- 
geon Beevor, who described the results 
of their use in the recent frontier cam- 
paign in India, and gave lantern views 
of many important trials in cases of bul- 
let wounds received by otiicers and men 
who were injured in the bones,_ joints 
and internal organs. Their injuries but 
for the X rays would have resulted In 
the amputation of limbs and probable 
loss of life. . 
' The picture shown included wounds m 
the arms, legs, chest, back, finger and 
other parts. The most remarkable re- 
sults, perhaps, were a case of a bullet 
embedded in the back bone, another in 
the hip, and the ease of an Indian sol- 
dier who was shot in the foot, pieces of 
the bullet finally lodging in the back of 
the heel. Also the case of General 
Woodhouse, who received bullet wounds 
in the leg and arm at Dargai.

SHirslSm not fight. 

That Story was a Fabrication, But the 
Americans Shelled Another Cuban 
Fort. 

Washington, May 22.— The rumors of 
a great naval battle current last night 
were disposed of by the mny depart- 
ment early to-day in the following bul- 
letin: "No truth in the published state- 
ment concerning an engagement off 
Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, in which 12 
ships were sunk." 

Madrid, May 2.— An official despatch 
from General Blanco says some Ameri- 
can warships shelled the forts guarding 
the water approaches to Neuvitas, prov- 
ince of Tuerto Principe, on Thursday 
night last. 

Senor Leon y Castillo, the Spanish 
ambassador to France, who was recently 
offered the porfolio of minister of for- 
eign affairs, had a long conference to-day 
with the Premier, Senor Sagasta. Abso- 
lute reticence is observed as to the mat- 
ter discussed. 

Great indignation is felt here over the 
statement contained in General Blanco's 
telegram that the American warships 
hoisted the Spanish Hag before attacking 
Guairtonamo.

SPAIN SPEAKS FIRMLY. 

Though the Contest he Hopeless She 
Will Continue It— Hope That the 
Bowers May Intervene. 

Madrid, May 22.— It is reported that 
Senor Leon y Castillo will return to his 
post at Paris. 

Senor Capdepson, minister or the in- 
terior, has denied in the house the state- 
ment in an interview that the change 
in the constitution of the ministry would 
involve an alteration in the foreign pol- 
icy of Spain, all the new ministers being 
in favor of prosecuting the war with the 
utmost energy to the end. 

"Spain," said Senor Capdepon, went 
perilously near sacrificing her honor 
the interest of peace, only making 
stand when further concessions would 
have involved her disgrace and efface 
ment as a nation. This she will neve 
do, and in this point the new cabinet i 
as thoroughly determined as the old. It 
is aware that weakness and poverty are 
opposed to strength and wealth, but 
Spain is in the position of a duellist 
bound to defend his honor against the 
gross insults of a more powerful antag- 
onist, and although he is confident that 
the result iB almost certain death, yet 
feels the force of the principle of noblesse 
oblige. Spain prefers a possible defeat 
to a certain disgrace. Ministers know-

Brigantine Brings a Disquieting Story

St. John's. Nfld., May 22.— Ciipt. 
Strong, of the brigantine Energy, which 
arrived here to-day with a cargo of salt 
from Cadiz, reports that when he left 
Cadiz a fortnight ago the greatest activ- 
ity prevailed in the naval arsenal there. 
The two Hamburg-American liners Col- 
umbia and Normannia, purchased to he 
used as auxiliary cruisers and now nam 
ed the Rnpido and Patria, were being 
rapidly armored and the warships refit- 
ting in the harbor were loading stores 
and munitions of war. 

Capt. Strong is convinced that at the 
time he was in Cadiz the Spanisli gov- 
ernment fully intended to send this fleet 
to attack American eoast cities on the 
North Atlantic, preferably Boston, lie 
says the Spanish populace was greatly 
inflamed against the English and Ameri- 
cans and that his crew dared not ven- 
j turc ashore. 



NEW FRENCH CHAMBER. 

Government Has a Verv Small and Un- 
reliable Majority. 

Paris. May 23.— The now chamber of 
leputies is composed of 254 Republicans, 
10-t Radicals, 74 Radical Socialists, oi 
Socialists, 37 Rallieds, 44 Reactionar- 
ies; and ten Free-lances. 

The Paris correspondent of the limes, 
commenting on the composition of the 
chamber says: "The cabinet has. a ma- 
jority of from twelve to fifteen, including 
the Rallied section, an uacert.ua band 
who will melt away at the time of the 
great battles, rendering victories inde- 
cisive and defeats easy. It Will be a 
bad chamber. The government will live 
from hand to mouth without affecting 
anything serious or stable. The Conser- 
vatives can at any time turn the scale 
and neither by them nor without them 
can the government be carried on.

Paris, May 22.— The Figaro publishes 
the important announcement that the 
delicate Niger question, which threat- 
ened to lead to an Agio-French war, has 
been settled and that an agreement be- 
tween the two governments will be sign- 
ed this week nit the French foreign office. 
The agreement will be satisfactory to 
both nations. It involves mutual conces- 
sions, the chief being that die town of 
Boussa which die French occupied, but 
which England claimed hy earlier treat- 
ies, was given to England while France 
will retain Nikki and two towns in the 
middle. The line of demarcation starts 
from Pelo on the Niger and runs south- 
west, leaving Nakki inside the Preach 
sphere. The importance of Boussa lies 
in the fact dint it is the highest town 
to which the Niger is navigable. 

New York, May 22.-The London cor- 
respondent of the Sun, referring to the 
report sent on Friday last to the effect 
that Great Britain had served notice on 
France to get out of South Africa at 
once, says: "Nothing 
veloped regarding th 
Britain insists that - . , , . 

don forthwith all her claims to the Afri- 
can hinterland. Most of the Paris re- 
ports on this subject are pacific while 
those from British sources are quite the 
contrary. It is probable at all events 
that the- French government wishes to 
avoid a crisis on diis subject for the 
present, bodi on account of her own in- 
terests and because Russia does not de- 
sire a collision at this moment.' 

Then French attitude is that of tem- 
porary conciliation, which does not sat- 
isfy the British government. WnetUer 
the latter has seen lit to demand the do- 
finite withdrawal of the French preten- 
sions in West Africa is Impossible to 
say, but if this has been done, it by no 
means follows that war will result, for 
it is more than doubtful in Russia that 
Russia would support France in refusing 
at such cost. Indications multiply, how- 
ever, that Russian hostility to England 
has recently become so deep and impla- 
cable that the change involves the Czar s 
personal attitude. . 

According to the latest reports 1 rin- 
cess Victoria of Sebelswig-Holstein, who 
spent the winter with the Czar and Czar- 
ina in St. Petersburg, is quoted as hav- 
ing interesting information on this point. 
The Princess says that the Czar could 
not have been more friendly towards 
England thnn he was until January, 
when he took umbrage at the action of 
England in China. He is now furiously 
anti-English. It appears that his Ma- 
jesty expected to have China left sole- 
ly to him. He thinks that if be does 
not interfere with England in India Eng- 
land should not interfere with linn in 
China.

In view of the fact that the property 
holders are to vote ou the Waterworks loan 
by-law next Tuesday, an opportunity is to 
be given beforehand for the public to see 
for themselves Just how the now inter beds 
work. The announcement was made by the 
Mayor at the city council meeting lust 
night that the Victoria ,t Sidney railway 
were willing to put on three tree trains to 
the waterworks on cither Friday or Monday 
next. 'J'lii' majority of the council favored 
Monday, so on that day three special trains 
will be run to the lake at 2, :i and -1 o'clock 
respectively, In order that tin' people may 
see the water passing from the tiller beds 
Into Hie leservoir. 

Last night's council meeting was brief in 
view of the holiday time, and It was little 
after nine o'clock when adjournment was 
reached. 

Protests came In from A. W. More ,t 
Co. ou behalf of the Huteheson estate and 
others, and from John Blown in regard to 
the connection of Mr. Core's residential 
property with a drain to empty Into the 
iluuilioidt street sewer. The writers 
thought that the permission was given to 
use the private 'drain they hail built, and 
they did not consider lids fair unless they 
were reimbursed. In fact an Injunction 
was threatened. 

Aid. Wilson said the writers were labor- 
ing under a misapprehension; the drain the 
Gore property would use was the city's 
surface drain. However, some of the alder- 
men did not quite understand the .situation, 
and the city engineer will report upon the 
letters. „ 

The Public Works Department, Ottawa, 
acknowledged the city's letter.

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THE QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 

To-tlny is the 7!Mh anniversary of the 
birth of Her Most G.'aeious ftlnjosty, 
Quem: of Great Britain and Ireland and 
Empress of India, who was born in 
Loudon, May 21, 1819. The on'.y Brit- 
ish sovereign who lived to see so great 
an age was her grandfather, George 
III., who died at the age of 82; She is 
the oldest reigning sovereign but one, 
the exception being Christian IX., of 
Denmark, who was born April 8, 1818, 

tier life covers :i period of the great- 
est progress which the .world lias ever 
seen. During it. the Empire over which 
she reigns with such universal accept- 
ance has grown at a rate and to a de- 
gree unprecedented in the annals of his- 
tory. The wealth of her people has in- 
creased with unexampled rapidity. 
Problems of popular government have 
been worked out with great success. 
.Social conditions have been vastly im- 
proved, and it may he broadly said that 
the masses of the people are far hap-' 
pier in their relations to the state and 
(o each oilier than they were at the time 
Cf her birth. 

The echoes of Waterloo had scarcely 
died away when Her Majesty Wtttl born, 
. Napoleon was then a prisoner in St. 
Helena, and Europe had scarcely adjust- 
ed itself to the new conditions arising 
out of his overthrow. Spain was then 
the supreme power in the Western Hem- 
isphere, for she had not yet lost control 
of that magnificent dominion which ex- 
tended from the northern boundary of 
California to Cape Horn. Asia w is for 
(lie most part a sealed world to Euro- 
peans, for although the East India Com- 
pany had conquered a large part of 
Hindustan, the greater portion of the 
greatest of the continents with its teem- 
ing millions of people was closed to 
commerce and the other forces of Occi- 
dental civilization. Africa was the 
"Dark Continent" in the strongest 
■meaning of the term, a little fringe of 
territory on its northern and southern 
frontiers being all that hail been occupied 
by the white races. Australia was practic- 
ally an unknown world, and cannibalism 
mid heathenism were rife throughout 
Oceanica. Canada was little more than 
a name: its loyalty to the British croTii 
a matter of question: its future value as 
an appanage of Great Britain a matter 
Ot doubt. 

Turning from the political to the In- 
dustrial world, we are reminded that the 
use of steam was then only in its in- 
fancy. Long after her birth it was 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of -he 
scientific men of the day that no steam- 
boat could he constructed that, could 
carry coal enough for a voyage across 
the Atlantic. She was seven years of 
age when George Stephenson opened 
the Stockton & Darlingtop railway. She 
was in her 'teens before the telegraph 
became more than a scientific toy. She 
has witnessed a complete revolution in 
almost all the mechanical arts. Her 
own part in the progress of the nearly 
four score years which she has lived 
has been very great, for she was called 
at an early age to accept the respon- 
sibilities of government. It has prob- 
ably been given to no woman (,> enjoy 
n greater opportunity of benefiting her 
fellows than has fallen to Her' Majesty, 
and it may he said truly that none have 
ever discharged their trust with higher 
Juotiyes as their inspiration and with 
greater fidelity to a sense of duty. Tin 
key-note of her life has been her duty 
Khe has aimed at nothing spectacular 
but as wife, mother and sovereign, silt 
lias exhibited in the highest degree thos< 
qualities of mind and heart which make 
for happiness and success in every wall; 
of life and can be emulated by the most 
humble as well as the mosi prominent of 
her subjects. 

Among reigning sovereigns, she easily 
occupies the first place, whether judged 
by the prowess of her Empire, her wis- 
dom in council, the exalted nature of 
her. life and character, or the affection 
with which she is regarded by the peo- 
ple or every country in the world. She 
lias outlived most of those who were 
associated with her in her early life, 
and yet she is appreciated with an affec- 
tion that grows with the years. A sin- 
gular figure is hers as it stands out 
against tile background of contemporary 
history. The strength .of her character 
and (he integrity of her nature have 
impressed themselves upon her times to 
such nn extent that this will go down 
to posterity as the Victorian Age. 

In the course of nature it cannot be long 
before the people of her Empire will bid 
lier a long farewell, but that the day 
may be far distant, when her life of 
usefulness shall end, is the prayer of 
hundreds of millions of people to-day to 
whom "God Save the Queen" is more 
Hum a form of words, and is a recog- 
nition that through her, under God, (he 
nation has been prospered as never be- 
fore ami lit fed in an especial manner to 
play (hat tremendous part in the human 



drama which Providence seems to have 
marked out for it. 



THE COMING ELECTION. 

The holidays have come at a very 
good time, for they afford a short re- 
spite from the discussion of the issues 
involved in the coming election. Nev- 
ertheles, there are some few things 
that may be said even on a holiday .bear- 
ing upon the question so soon to he de- 
cided at the polls. One thing must ap- 
pear especially evident to all, viz., that 
while the government and its supporters 
present a solid front, the opposition are 
hopelessly divided. This is not the re- 
sult simply of accident but is the legiti- 
mate outcome of the events of the last 
few years. The government has, and 
has had, a distinct and definite line of 
policy which has attracted the support 
of progressive men everywhere. The op- 
position has had no policy and naturally 
men who desire to see something done 
tn advance the interests ot" the province 
have been unwilling to co-operate with 
Mr. Senilill and his friends. 

Two years ago the thousands of new- 
comers into the province were loci to be- 
lieve that the administration of affairs 
was in unsafe hands. .Most newcomers 
in any country feel like uniting with any 
effort to take the control of government 
out. of tin. 1 hands of those who enjoy 
it. The newly-lauded Irishman in New 
York who declared that if there was a 
government in the country he was 
"'agin it," ■nniply gave expression to the 
idea which influences the great majority 
of persons who settle in new countries. 
Therefore it was that we heard so many 
and such hitter complaints of Mr. .Tur- 
ner and liis colleagues that it looked 
an if little short of a miracle could save 
the government from political extinction; 
but there has been a complete change, 
and to-day it is safe to say that the gov- 
ernment is as popular in the newly-settled 
districts as anywhere else. This is be- 
cause the newcomers recognize the 
policy of the government to be progres- 
sive ami its administration of affairs 
capable. 

The only point which we shall bring 
forward to-dny it that the closest, scru- 
tiny lias failed to discover in the con- 
duct of a flairs by Mr. Turner and his 
associates any evidence of mismanage- 
ment or incapacity, while the legislation 
which they have introduced and carried 
through the house shows them to be 
progressive and appreciative of (he 
needs of the' country. On the other hand 
the opposition is without a policy, di- 
vided as to leadership, disorganized by 
distrust, with nothing in its past record 
to command confidence, and nothing :n 
its promise for the future to inspire 
hope. It seems impossible that an Intel- 
ligent electorate like that of British 
Columbia, composed of men of progres- 
sive views, can be persuaded to intrust 
the management of affairs to the hands of 
a party which to-day docs not know who 
its leader is or what its policy will be. 
if by any accident it should he success- 
ful at the polls. 



GREAT BRITAIN AND EUANCE. 

Saturday's scare in regard to West 
Africa has proved, as the Colonist 
thought it would, to have no foundatio i 
in fact. The course which Fyance was 
pursuing in West Africa was one which 
continental powers have a habit of tak- 
ing towards Great Britain. 

The well-known desire of the Brit- 
ish govern men t; to avoid war has certain 
disadvantages. It. leads other nations 
to take extreme positions in dealin; 
with Great Britain, trusting to be nbl 
to secure not all they ask. but a good 
deal more than they expect. It was so 
in China, and il. has been so in Africa 
But jtist. as when (he whole story canu 
to be told it was found that British in- 
terests bail been properly secured in th 
former ease, so they will be found to 
have been adequately cared for in the 
latter case. 

It is somewhat singular that jusl be- 
fore the successful result of British dip- 
lomacy was achieved in regard to the 
affairs of China, it. was necessary for 
one member of the ministry to declare 
in the most emphatic terms that force 
would he resorted to if necessary to pre- 
vent Russia and Germany from obtain- 
ing undue influence in the Orient, and 
that just before the announcement of 
France's willingness to make an ami- 
cable settlement of the West African 
difficulty, both Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Chamberlain were obliged to speak in 
language much to the same effect To 
have thus held at: bay the three great 
powers of continental Europe within 
little over a month's time is an achieve- 
ment for British diplomacy which re- 
flects great credit upon those charged 
with the responsibility of conducting i 
The terms of the West African settli

sons for supposing such an influx of pop- 
ulation probable and it need, not repeat 
them now. Fifty thousand people in 
British Columbia would mean an addi- 
tion of $000,000 annually to the revenue 
of Canada, for each resident of the 
proyince contributes $18 a head on an 
average. There is nothing around the 
head of Lynn Canal, even if it were 
Canadian territory beyond all dispute, 
and nothing in the interior to lead to 
such an addition to the populaiton then; 
as the result of railway construction. A 
city would grow up on the coast, hut il 
would not be a Canadian city, and from 
what is known of the interior it may be 
described as without promise for the 
future. A railway from Pyramid har- 
bor, or any other Lynn Canal point 
would at most, be a road for the benefit 
of Klondike and the lower Yukon, but 
would not be a line for the development 
of Canada in tiny large sense. 

In view of this consideration, which 
does not appear to have-been brought to 
the notice of parliament and has not 
been at all referred to as far as we 
have seen in the Eastern press, it is im- 
possible to imagine w hy, for a single mo- 
ment, there should be any question at 
Ottawa between an all-Canadian route 
and one from a ceaport in possession of 
the United States. 



The Province announces that Mr. 
Joseph Martin, formerly of Winnipeg,, 
has decided to enter the political arena. 
If this is correct, we may assume that 
.Mr. Martin has given up all expectation 
of becoming chief justice. His readiness 
to serve his country cither as the head 
of the Supreme court or as premier is 
beyond all praise. Such self-sacrificing 
patriotism is rare in these degenerate 
days. Mr. Martin's political creed 
seems according to the Province to be 
covered by the single word "opposition." 
We may be permitted to entertain a 
good many doubts as to the readiness of 
the people of Vancouver to accept a can- 
didate, who has hardly made up his 
mind to live in that city before he is 
boomed as the only possible saviour of 
the British Columbia, and who, having 
failed in his effort to get the highest 
judicial position in the province, sets 
cut immediately upon a quest of political 
office. Why should the people of Van- 
couver choose Mr. Martin in preference 
to a. supporter of the present govern- 
ment? Those who have been instru- 
mental in creating an alleged demand 
for his services ought to be prepared very 
promptly with an explanation. 



The introduction of affidavits into Brit- 
ish Columbia politics is a novelty. Time 
wus when in this province the word of 
a public man would be accepted as to 
what he said in his place in the house. 
If a member of a legislature is alleged 
to have made a statement, it is the cus- 
tom in every civilized country to accept 
his denial of it, even when there may 
be good ground for supposing (hat he ac- 
tually did say what is attributed (o him. 
It. has been so hitherto in British Colum- 
bia, and Mr. Semi in would not think of 
refusing (o accept in the house Hon. 
Mr. Martin's version of a remark made 
on the floor in the course of debate. Yet 
we find him making an affidavit that 
Mr. Martin said something, which that 
gentleman denies having said. Thi 
an unexpected position for the leader of 
the opposition to take, and is not cred 
itable to him. Mr. Martin's course in 
the whole affair has been highly honor 
able.

At no time in the life of the Great Re-

Of tin; speedy 
pedallors Cotter, of Tacoma, was the 
lion of the hour and won golden opinions 
for both himself and . the club whose 
colors he defends. Among the yachts 
the brilliant performer was Walter 
Campbell's smalt little sloop Britannia 
from Nanaimo — so that the triumphs of 
the day were well divided international- 
ly among the visitors. 

Victorians had their laurel gathering 
in the baseball, and in the veritable ova- 
tion commanded by the citizen soldiers in 
their assault Jit arms and Storming of 
Dargai in the evening — a fitting finale 
for each day of such a celebration. 



AS IN OLD CARIBOO. 

The Miners' Race's a Unique. Timely and 
Interesting First Day Feature. 

The major attraction yesterday morn- 
ing and the one that hud the place of 
honor at the head of the celebration pro- 
gramme was the miner's racing, these 
trials of endurance and skill giving keen 
pleasure to several thousand — and six 
burros. The burro is an amiable beast 
apparently of Spanish ancestry and 
forms quite a factor in the population 
of the southwestern states and of Mexi- 
co, where be is much used for packing 
purposes— though one would not have 
thought so yesterday. He is of frugal 
habits and consequently very. valu- 
able in arid districts, as unlike the aver- 
age miner he can go a long time between 
drinks and is popularly understood to be 
able to make an excellent meal at a 
pinch of empty corn "beef cans. The 
curious spectators who watched them 
placidly nibbling subsistence from broken 
glass and fence posts in their little cor- 
ral at the corner of Douglas and Yates 
streets yesterday thoughtlessly called' 
them "donkeys;" hut apparently the 
burros did not mind, or else with the true 
courtesy of the '"Castilliano" they made 
allowance for the "comments of the 
"gringos" niul bided their time. 

The bipeds had their turn first and by 
ten o'clock Chief Deasy, Messrs. \V. II. 
Ctlllin and R. Churton, the masters of 
ceremony were enclosed in a rope corral 
at the corner of Douglas and Yates 
streets and called up the competitors for 
the miners' foot race. 

Impervious to the admiring gaze of 
thousands of fair women and brave men 
— not to mention the burros — three con- 
testants entered. They were W. .T. 
Denny, R. Wuddcchor and G. Lennard. 
lOudi man was loaded up with a pack 
weighing- GO pounds and all being in 
readiness,, they were started off on tho 
race. The course was along Douglas 
street to the fountain', then , back by 
Government and Vales streets, to the 
place of beginning. DeuHy was the 
smallest and slimmest^ but he, set off at 
ti smart walk that soon took him ahead 
of the other two who after the first half 
mile walked neck and nock for second 
place. The judges followed in a wagon 
to see fair play and hundreds of people 
went over tho course- on foot, on bicycles 



hnson, all of Ashcroft; II. Stadthngen, 
W. Snider and W. J. Deasy, of Victoria. 
Six pack saddles with gunny sack blank- 
ets and a sack of oats and another of 
hay for each were laid in line and the 
word given to "go." Each contestant 
was allowed a holder, that is. one man 
to hang on to the burro while packing 
—after tlie animal was caught. With 
a wild glad cry Pat Deasy sprang to- 
wards a large, eaf'e-au-hiit colored lady 
burro, anil took her gently by tho ear 
while he tried to pass a halter over her 
head. The burro entering into the romp 
put her head up and echoed Deasy's 
cry— as near as it was able. Then she 
lightly (lanced around the ring once or 
twice with Mr. Deasy hanging to the 
ear, only too pleased with the enjoyment 
the crowd was having. A moment or two 
afterwards the burro knelt on air. 
Deasy's stomach and peered into his 
countenance with sad soft. eyes. Then 
seeing his disappointed look she allowed 
him gently to get the baiter on. In the 
meantime the Ashcroft men. more skil- 
ful than their opponents, had each cap- 
tured a beast and were busy loading on 
their packs. Guttrcss had a small sad 
shaded burro of uncertain age and tem- 
per, but the holder played the Gleason 
hypnotising act with great success. He 
held the ear and roared words of en- 
couragement into it, an act that kept the 
burro quiet trying to catch the air and 
make it harmonize with its own siren 
bray. Jamieson had a light French 
gray toned animal nnd was second in 
getting ready — hut it was a different 
matter entirely to start. The man pull- 
ed one way and the beast the other 
while the crowd laughed. Finally all 
three of the Ashcroft men were away 
and so was Snider in some kind of shape. 
Mr. Stadthngen knows all about burros 
but his particular fancy had never been 
introduced to him and distinctly refus- 
ed to acknowledge his advances. How- 
ever, everything conies to him who 
waits, and just as the first of the racers 
returned to the corral Stadthagen's bur- 
ro was loaded much to its disgust at the 
delay.

Folding thirsty she started for Coch- 
in ne's drug store for a cream soda, but 
Mr. Deasy objecting, the burro changed 
to a saloon a little further down the 
street, apparently thinking tho gentle- 
man preferred something stronger. Then 
the pad; came off and some of the oats 
fell out of the sack. This caused an- 
other diversion, fur unwilling to race 
under weight the burro walked into Wut- 
son & Hall's to got a fresh supply. Her 
movements were misunderstood and in 
another moment man and burro wore 
willing up yards of dust on Yates street.

At the quarter he 
found himself hopelessly paced, nor 
did he discover opportunity to get 
through until it was top late. Hunter 
took the race by his judgment as well 
as speed, with Blnckmore second. 

The lap race, although one of the best 
of the day, lacked steam and, consequent- 
ly failed in spectacular value. Again 
Hunter proved the Tacoma lad's most 
formidable rival — so formidable indeed 
(hat their score was tie at. the finish, 
13 points each, while the novice winner, 
I'arr, had a score of 5 to his credit, 
ranking third place, with . r >:2:» as the 
time. To decide the fate of the first 
prize the two leaders agreed to race a 
match third, and in this decider Cotter 
gave his opponent no chance for suc- 
cess. With thorough generalship he con- 
ceded the pole to the Nanaimoite, thus 
forcing the pacing on him, and promptly 
tacked to his rear wheel. Hunter slow- 
ed perceptibly as they entered the back 
stretch, but Cutter was too familiar 
with the game to lead in the jump for 
home. Finally Hunter started the sprint 
and all (hat. Cotter had to do was out- 
pedal him in the finish'. Which he did 
very neatly in 55 flat. 

The boys' race was like all boys' races 
— a mad rush, a die-out, a revival and 
a victory for the grittiest boy in the 
bunch, Percy Baker by name. Duncan 
and Williams ran a dead heat for second, 
and Williams won in the decider. 

In the fiye-mfle race there was much 
of the processional order, no pacing be- 
ing available. There was no racing un- 
til the final third was started when Cot 
tcr led in the jump, and headed the pro 
cession home. It was Henderson, not 
Hunter, who this time gave him battl 
and possibly would have been victor had 
not the Tacoma boy worked over tic 
course in the finish forcing his Welling- 
ton rival to the outside and far out of 
bis legitimate course.

A BY-LAW. 



To Enable the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to KalBe the Sum ot $15,000 
for Water Works Purposes. 

Whereas a petition signed by the owners 
of more than one-tenth of the value of th 
real property In the Municipality of th 
said City of Victoria (as shown by the las 
Assessment Roll) has been presented to the 
Municipal Couuell requesting them to intro- 
duce a by-law lor raising a sum of money 
not exceeding $13,000 tor the purpose of 
completing and rendering effectually opera- 
tive the said water works of the said City 
of Victoria. 

And whereas the estimated cost of com- 
pleting the said water works is $15,000 
which sum It is proposed to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of the said city us 
hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it will require the sum 0/ 
$3,440 to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the debt intended to be hereby 
created and the Interest thereon. 

And whereas the amount of the whole 
ratable land and Improvements or real 
property of the said Corporation of the City 
of Victoria according to the lust revised 
Assessment ltoll Is $1U,S0-1,3&3. 

Aad whereas It will require an annual 
rate of 21-lOOths of a mill In the dollar for 
the payment of the Interest and creating 
an equal yearly slaking fund fur paying 
the principal of the said Intended debt ac- 
cording to the Municipal Clauses Act. 

And whereas this by-law may not be a! 
tered or repealed except with the -consent 
of the Lieutenant Governor In Couuell. 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Vlctorlu enacts 
us follows: 

1. It sliall be lawful for the Mayor of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria to bor- 
row upon the credit of the said Corporation 
by way of the debentures hereinafter men- 
tioned from any person or persons or body 
or bodies corporate who may be willing to 
advance the same »s a loan a sum of 
money not exceeding in the whole the sum 
of fifteen thousand dollars currency ot 
sterling money at the rate of $4.80 2-3 dol 
bus to the one pound sterling, and to cause 
all such sums so raised or received to bi 
paid Into the bauds of the Treasurer of tin 
said Corporation for the purpose uud with 
the object hereinbefore recited. 

2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be 
made, executed and Issued for such sums 
as may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $15,000.00 either in cur- 
rency (or sterling money at the rate of 
4.80 2-^ dollars to the one found sterling) 
each of the said debentures being to the 
amount of $1,000.00, or Its sterling equiva- 
lent at the rate aforesaid, and all such de- 
bentures shall be sealed with the seal or 
the Corpora tiou aud signed by the Mayor 
thereof. 

3. The said debentures shall bear date 
the 1st day of July, 1SU8, and be .made pay- 
able In Uve years from the said date at 
such place either in Great Britain, the 
United States of America or the Dominion 
of Canada, as may be designated thereon 
and shall have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of Interest, and the signa- 
tures to the Interest coupons, may be either 
written, stamped, printed or lithographed. 

4. The said debentures shall bear Interest 
at the rate of 4M> per cent, per annum from 
the date thereof, which interest shall be 
payable half yearly at such place eluher in 
Great Britain, the United States of Am- 
erica or the Dominion of Canada, an may 
be expressed In the debentures and cou- 
pons. 

5. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and the In- 
terest coupons, either or both, to be made 
payable at such place either iu Great 
itrltaln, the United States of America or 
the Dominion of Canada as may be desired. 

G. For the purpose of raising anuuully n 
certain specific sum for the payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency there shall be raised annually the 
sum of $075.00, and for the purpose of rais- 
ing annually a certain specific sum for the' 
payment of the debt at maturity there shall 
be raised annually the sum of $2,770i00. 

7. For the purpose of payment of the Bald 
annual sums In the next preceding para- 
graph mentioned there shall be raised and 
levied In each year a rate of 21-100tlis of one 
mill in the dollar on all the ratable land 
aud Improvements or real property In the 
Municipality of the said Corporation of the 
City of Victoria during the continuance of 
the said debentures or auy of them and 
such rate shall be raised and levied as to 
land at its assessed value on the said As- 
sessment ltoll, aud as to Improvemeuts at 
fifty per cent, of their assessed value 
thereon.

Things 
cease to be wonderful when you can find 
parallels for them; and when we see In 
hypnotism merely a further expression of 
the brain by-way which lias led us through 
Sleep and dreams to sleep-walking, we have 
allocated It to its true position lu the series 
of mental phenomena whereof It forms part. 
Hypnotism, Indeed, lias been well styled 
"artlflclaly Induced somnambulism" j for 
the phenomena of the one state are an- 
alogous to those of the other, and the ac- 
tions performed by the sleep-walker run 
parallel to those we can Induce at will In 
the mesmeric Bubjcct That which we do 
effect In hypnotism Is essentially the in- 
hibition of the upper brain., We switch ort' 
the cerebrum temporarily from Its command' 
of the bodv. nnd allow the central ganglia, 
under the Influence of suggestion, to come 
to the front In the mental life of the In- 
dividual. Anv rational theory of mesmer- 
ism must take such facts Into account. On 
this basis clone Is hypnotism to be scienti- 
fically explained. Rejecting some such 
view' of Its causation, hypnotism can not 
be explained at all; and In the hitter 
case It will pass Inevitably Into the domain 
Of the quack, who. with his high-sounding 
jargon, mystifies the Ignorant, and adds an- 
other and very considerable portion to the 
already lofty edifice of huniaii folly and cre- 
dulity.

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Gladstone's Remains Repose in the 
Library at Hawarden before 
Lying in State. 



Funeral Ceremonies Set for Sat- 
urday Next — Tributes to the 
Departed Statesman. 



Hawarden, May 23.— The body of .Mr. 
Gladstone, uncofllned, is lying on a couch 
in the library of Hawarden Custle. The 
room is colled "the temple of peace." To- 
morrow it will be viewed by the parish- 
ioners. The coilln will be placed in the 
centre of the nave of Hawarden church 
on Wednesday and lie there in state un- 
til 5 o'clock In the afternoon, when the 
procession will he formed and the bier 
curried to Broughton railway station, 
where it will bo placed on the train for 
London. The family, servants, friends, 
tenantry and local officials will walk 
behind the bier, which will bo borne by 
relays of colliers, workmen on the estate, 
tenants and neighbors. The remains 
will arrive in London about midnight 
and will be immediately conveyed to 
Westminster hall to avoid the crowd. 

New York, May 22.— The death of 
Mr. Gladstone and the extraordinary 
tokens of deep sympathy resulting there- 
from are referred to at length by all of 
the London correspondents of the leading 
New York papers to-day. The corres- 
pondent of the Evening Post says: 
"Englishmen have thoughts for no topic- 
to-day but the life and death of Mr. 
Gladstone. Nowhere in English history 
can one find a parallel for the spectacle 
in the House of Commons yesterday. 
There was the scene of Mr. Gladstone's 
bitterest political struggles; in every 
part of the house wore those who had 
been his unbending foes; yet there was 
but one thought, England's deep and 
abiding loss was brought home to men 
of all parties as almost a personal grief. 

"In the House or Lords, where Lord 
Rosebery made a passing reference to 
Mr Gladstone's last letter— penned with 
almost dying hands, to Lady Salisbury, 
expressing his personal sympathy after 
the carriage accident to Lord Salisbury 
—the Premier, himself bowed with age 
and many burdens,' wept like a child. 
As one of the papers said to-day: SUCll 
tears give salt to public life in England. 

"Bo national in character is England 
that everywhere one hears expressions of 
personal 'satisfaction that, waiving her 
preference for a quiet fune.-al at Mr. 
Gladstone's Cheshire home, Mrs. Glad- 
stone has accepted the offer of a public 
funeral. Mr. Balfour made it an al- 
most personal request from himself to 
the Gladstone family that the nation 
should have the hist chance of paying 
a fit tribute, and it is pathetic to know- 
that the chief reluctance of the family 
to accept a public funeral was due to 
the desire of Mrs. Gladstone to be bur- 
ied at Hawarden beside her husband, 
whose splendid career owed so much to 
her vigilance. His body will rest in 
Westminster Abbey, in the 'Statesmen's 
corner,' and in effigy as in life Mr. Glad- 
stone will stand side by side with Peel 
and facing Disraeli, his life long political 
antagonist. 

"It is expected that Mr. Gladstone's 
biography will be undertaken or super- 
intended by Mr. John Morley. Mr. Glad- 
stone's collection of papers is enormous. 
He kept everything and always made 
copies of his own important letters. All 
were carefully sorted, arranged, and 
docketed by himself, and preserved in a 
fireproof room at Hawarden. The let- 
ters from the Queen alone number 500. 
Mr. Gladstone himself made sonic pro- 
gress not with a full autobiography, but 
a history of his mental development in 
one particular phase." 

Mr. Ford, cabling to the Tribune, says: 
"Nothing lias been more striking than 
the consciousness of those who have 
written or spoken of Gladstone that they 
could not say anything that was com- 
mensurate with his unique genius and 
character. There have been pages of 
memoirs and reminiscences in every 
journal, and the leader writers have had 
weeks in which to refine their sentences; 
but between the lines may be read the 
feeling of hopelessness to pay adequate 
tribute to a phenomenal career. The 
same confession was virtually made by 
all the speakers in parliament yesterday. 

"Intimate friends of Gladstone assert 
that the disposal of his mortal remains 
was a matter on which his mind never 
dwelled, because with his, profound re- 
ligious nature the spiritual significance 
of the future life overshadowed this. 
Consequently, while he loved Hawarden 
church and expected to be buried near 
the spot where his friend the Archbishop 
of Canterbury lies, there was no empha- 
tic prohibition of a state funeral in the 
abbey. The precedent established when 
Lord Palmcrston was buried there, with 
space reserved for Lady Palmerston, was 
the only possible objection.' 

Harold Frederick, in cabling, says: 
"England is in mourning. It is difficult 
to believe that the death of the Queen 
would affect Englishmen more strongly 
than the passing away of Mr. Gladstone. 
On Thursday the nation paused, forget- 
ting all else but this one grief, so gen- 
uine, so deep, shared alike by the noblest 
and the poorest of the land. Weeks ago 
all knew this thing had to be,, and of 
late bulletins from the veteran's bedside 
left no room for hope Yet when in the 
morning hoars of Thursday news came 
that Gladstone was no more, it is no 
exaggeration to-day that everyone, what- 
ever his creed or party in politics, felt 
the loss as a personal one. The marvel- 
lous courage and manliness shown by the 
dying statesman in almost intolerable 
agony had conquered the few hearts 
which up to then remained cold. 

"The weaving of noble words around 
the memory of this great Englishman is 
not in the opinion of those who knew 
Gladstone best the only way in which 
our people can recognise and reverence 
his worth. They can remember that his 
last message to America was one of sin- 
eere grief at the loss of the Maine. They 
ran believe that he had a deep trust iii 
the honest purpose of the American peo- 
ple in wishing to free Cuba from those 
ills against which, under other circum- 
stances, he himself had fought so stout- 
ly. Not America nor Bulgaria nor the 



prisons of old Naples could have moved 
Gladstone more than the story of Cu- 
ban horrors, but unfortunately when our 
people stood at the parting of the ways 
between peace and war, Mr. Gladstone 
had already entered on his long six 
weeks of agony. 

"Just as in this country when an emi- 
nent author dies his books flood the 
market and his readers increase by thous- 
ands, so will Gladstone after his death 
be a greater motive power than he has 
been for years. Even Englishmen hard- 
ly realized how great had been the in- 
fluence of the Liberal statesman, and 
hence Liberalism has received a fillip 
and is throwing off its sickness of many 
days. And if there be among, us men 
whose acrid ambition it is to sow dis- 
sension between the United States and 
England and who yet at the same time 
profess undying gratitude to Gladstone, 
perhaps these same men will now see 
that Gladstone's Ireland as well as 
Gladstone's England can be best served 
bv both being honest friends of their 
kin over the sea. He is no loyal friend 
to Gladstone, but his bitterest enemy, 
who tries to make bad blood between 
us." 

London, May 22.— Saturday, May 28, 
has been fixed as the date for the funeral 
of Mr. Gladstone. 

London, May 22.— Mr. Gladstone's 
death was the occasion of a tremendous 
outburst of pulpit oratory. In almost 
every church in the kingdom a sermon 
was pi-cached in his memory, '.tele- 
grams of condolence continue to pour in- 
to Hawarden from all parts of the world. 
The Queen and Duke of York have 
again written Mrs. Gladstone, who to- 
day attended service at Hawarden 
church, where a memorial service will 
be held next Saturday while the funeral 
service is being held at the Abbey. 

EDWARD BELLAMY DEAD. 

"Looking Backward" Made His Fame 
as an Author Ten Years Ago. 

Springfield, Mass., May 22— Edward 
Bellamy, author of "Looking Back- 
ward," "Equality," etc., died at his home 
in Chlcopee Falls, Mass., early this 
morning. Mr. Bellamy was in the forty- 
ninth year of his age. lie has been in 
feeble health ever since he finished his 
"Equality" some eight months ago. It 
was in 1SS8 that his famous book 
"Looking Backward," was published," the 
sale of which up to the present time U 
Over 450,000 copies in America and prob 
ably over half a million copies have been 
sold in England and other foreign ct-un 
tries. "Looking Backward" has been 
translated into German, French, It us 
sian, Italian, Arabic, Bulgarian and soy 
eral other languages. It is stated that 
Emperor William purchased ten thous 
and copies of "Looking Backward," 
which he distributed among the student 
and working classes of Germany.

The hearing of the charges against John, 
A. Carthen- of appropriating $1,000 and 
$290, the property of the Travellers and 
Explorers Limited, of London, was conclud- 
ed In the city police court yesterday, and 
Judgment was reserved until to-morrow. 
The only sensational feature of the hearing 
was a lively argument between Mr. Oassldy, 
counsel for the prosecution, and the de- 
fendant, who was on the witness stand, 
when the lie was freely passed. 

Mr. Cart hew, continuing his evidence, 
said that when he asked .Mr. Safe at 
Wrangel whether the company would take 
the Crittenden lots, he answered no and 
made the same reply when witness asked 
him why he had not replied to his cable, 
lie told Mr. Safe that, having failed to 
reply to his cubic, he took It for granted 
that the company accepted the lots. The 
engine was certainly put together with tile 
exception of the shafting, which could nut 
he put up until the scow was ready. He 
did not scrape the company's name olt 
the engine. Witness denied the statement 
of Mr. Safe that he hud said lie could over- 
draw at the bank. What he said was that 
If he overdrew Ills account lit." could make 
It good. When he lirst arrived at Wrangel 
Mr. Safe said he hild lloated the scheme 
and i.fterwards said he was going to Sun 
Francisco to tloat it. The prosecutor did 
not offer to settle any of the bills at Wran- 
gel, with the exception of the wharfage on 
the engine. Witness withdrew the $21111 
from the bank, us he came to the conclu- 
sion that the company was a fake and he 
did not want Mr. Safe to get ahead of him, 
as the company owed him .f80O. The men 
engaged to cut the trail at Wrangel were 
partly paid by him. He received no money 
on the engine. He had taken action against 
both til" company and Mr. Safe for the 
money due him. It wouia take six or eight 
months to do the work that the company 
wanted him to do. Mr. Sale asked witness 
to 'write a description of the property to 
helii ids scheme along. The arrangement 
made with witness on the steamer Corona 
by Mr. Safe was that, he (Curthew) was to 
be paid $10 u day and expenses, but after- 
wards they cabled offering him .$11 a day. 
After lie had purchased the Crittenden lots 
for the company he had several offers for 
them, but having purchased them for the 
company he felt that he could not sell. 
Mr. Safe hud never explained why he did 
nut answer the cable regarding the pur- 
chase of the lots. Safe did not tell him at 
Wrangel that he, witness, was no longer In 
tlie employ of the company. He did not 
notify him until Ids return to Victoria. 
Before Mr. Safe's arrival at Wrangel wit- 
ness had secured the plies and lumber and 
when he found that things were not go- 
ing along all right, he got Sylvester & 
Keed to take them back without the loss 
of a cent. 

To Mr. Cassldy— I might have written to 
Mr. Galletly mentioning my previous trou- 
bles, which were not my fault, and staling 
that if I secured a position I would do the 
best by my employers. I contend that I 
was employed by Mr. Safe coming down on 
the Corona, and that Is the way 1 put It In 
my account. I had not instructions to use 
money for other purposes than fur the 
wharf and the hotel. 1 did not think it 
necessary to notify the company of the 
purchase of the Crittenden lots until the 
deal was complete. I did not give a 1)111 
of sale on the machinery, but simply a 
memorandum to secure the payment of tin- 
men's wages. The $100 I. obtained from 
Keed and Sylvester was not secured by the 
limchliiory. 

Mr. Cassldy continued Ids crosg-csamlna- 
tlon at considerable length, during which 
there were bright prospects of a -'go" be- 
tween him and the witness. The lawyer 
suggested that the witness had lied, an 
Insinuation that was angrily resented by 
Mr. Curthew. The lie was passed several 
times, the magistrate repeatedly advising 
the two that the present was not the tim 
for comments. To Mr. Belyea the witness 
Bttld his expenses at Wrangel were ?"> i 
day. 

Mr. Safe was recalled to refute the state- 
ment of Mr. Curthew that the Travellers 
& Explorers Company was a fake. The 
puid-np capital wus £10,000. They had no 
trouble in getting capital. lie did not say 
ho wus going to San Francisco to Hunt his 
scheme, but that he was going there to en- 
gage contractors. 

io Mr. Belyea, the witness could not say 
how much of the £10,000 the company hull 
on hand, or how much hud been paid out. 
He could not say whether there wus £500 
nil hand. Two of the directors of the Ex- 
plorers it Travellers Company were direc- 
tors of the I>e Wludt Exploration Company, 
to whom It was pioposed to sell the Klon- 
dike claims and the Wrangel property tor 
£113,000. 

After an adjournment for luncheon, Mr. 
Belyea addressed the court at some length, 
arguing that the offence, if any. in connec- 
tion with the payment of SI, 000 fur the 
Crittenden lots was committed outside the 
jurisdiction of the court. Mr. Curthew 
might have exceeded his authority In pur- 
chasing these lots, but even If lie had he 
was not criminally liable, there being no 
evidence of criminal Intent. As to the 
$200, he and no one else had ti right to 
draw that from the bunk, In payment of his 
salary and expenses. 

Mr. Cassldy In reply contended that the 
transaction In respect to the Crittenden 
lots was completed In Victoria, the check 
passing here. Mr. Curthew, he held, had 
so bought the lots and concealed the fuct 
to the company that he could have profited 
by a sale of the option. The fact that the 
company had not replied to his cablegram 
did not alter the ease. The company had 
placed $5,000 to the credit of the licensed; 
It hud all been spent and there was nothing 
to show for It. As to the if^O!) he hud no 
right to touch it, after lie had left the 
company's employ. 

The magistrate promised to give his deci- 
sion on Monday morning.

I have never em- 
ployed Chinamen on my ranch, and this 
inn n was taken on during my absence 
from home. You will see from this (hut 
my evident meaning was entirely distort- 
ed for political purposes, and that when 
I used the word "Knglishufn.ll," and, as 
an Englishman myself, I could hardly in 
fairness lie accused of placing my own 
countrymen below the standard of Chi- 
namen. 

Besides, no sane man would imagine 
that iih a public man I would express 
sentiments such as are credited to me, 
even if I entertained them, which T do 
not. I am not writing this letter for 
political purposes, hut in order to place 
myself right before your honorable mem- 
bers, and to remove n misapprehension 
into which they have fallen by the pub- 
lication of statements which are ubso- 
lutely false. As a Britisher I believe 
in fairness and fair play to myself as 
well as others. Fair play, I humbly 
submit, should not be denied even to a 
Chinaman; and if a public man is not 
to be nlloweil the expression of an hon- 
est opinion without being denounced and 
abused for it, not to speuk of perverting 
the truth to serve political ends, then all 
1 have to say is. honesty must fall be- 
low par and hypocrisy be placed at a 
premium.

I did not on that 
occasion, and have never in my life, 
made the statement, much less believe in 
it, that a Chinaman was better than a 
Canadian or an Hnglishmun.

If water Is used for watering lawns or 
gardens at other than the hours above men- 
tioned, the water will be turned off, nnd 
there shall be charged In addition to .ordin- 
ary rates the sum of fifty cents for each 
Infraction. This rule does not apply where 
water Is supplied through a meter. 

Attention of Water Consumers Is 'nlso 
directed to clauses 2 and 8 of the Wuter 
Works Regulation By-Law, 1804, which 
provides as a penalty for wasting water a 
line not exceeding one hundred dollurs or 
Imprisonment for a term not longer than 
three calendar months with or without 
hard labor.
